Tree Trade or Reciprocity, 

When wo find men who firo capablo 
of thinking and reasoning, taking up 
their pens for tho purpose of pointing 
out what thoy consider feasiblo and 
deBirable eoheraos for ameliorating tho 
oondition of tho country, wo aro not 
without hopo that sufficient interest 
will be aroused amongBt those pooplo 
in the Colony who are not by naturo 
or constitution gruuiblors, to load 
them to a fair consideration of tbo 
main questions of tho day. It is only 
by a fair disoussion of both, nay of all 
sides, when there aro moro thaa two 
sides to a quostion, that ihe right can 
be arrived at ; wo havo not tho least 
desire to "foment growling," nor can 
we havo tho slightest wish to make 
the peoplo of the Colony dissatisfied 
with tho present stnto of affairs; thoso 
things grow too easily of themselves; 
they spring into oxistenco from want 
of employment, moro particularly if 
that want is caused by lack of pros* 
perity, and thoy aro fostored and 
oheriehed by careless government. 
The moBfc ardent supporters of Con- 
federation bavo not set up tho cry of 
misgovernment and high taxation, as 
• reasons for joining tho Dominion, but 
have boeu driven to seek, under a 
more liberal form of government, that 
which they are unable to obtain uudor 
he present system. Our correspond* 
ent upon Free Trade avows himself an 
enemy to Confederation, and whilst 
he deprecates tho complaints which 
will maiie themselvoE heard, whou do 
feote which are capablo of being 
remedied exist in the administration 
of publio affairs, bo udmits, like a 
sensible writer, that it is tho duty of 
the peoplo to seek for, discover, and 
make uso of such remedies as may 
benpfH tho prosoot state of things; 
and as the most powerful of thoso 
remedies he suggests "Freo Trado in 
Vancouver Island, in all such articles 
as are not produced in tho country." 
Whether tho writer is ono of tho old 
supporters of the Froo Port ot Vic« 
toria, who has como forward now with 
this attempt at a compromise botsveon 
Free Trade and Tariff, wo cannot 
gather from the contents of his lotter, 
although wo havo road it attentively. 
The proposition put forward is evi- 
dently founded on oxpodionoy and not 
upon principle; it has not tho true 
elements of free trado, for it would 
directly or indirectly tax every neces- 
sary of life, and if it increased tho 
population of the cities, it would 
throw upon them the burdon ot con- 
tributing to tho support ot tho agri- 
culturists to an extont that tho rela- 
tive coat of producing wheat in Van- 
couver Island, and in Orogou and 
California will not justify. It may bo 
expedient to give encouragement to 
one section of a community at the ex- 
pense of another class, temporarily, 
and for reasons which aro applicable 
to localities rather than oountries, but 
it is not true political economy. We 
would ask our conospondont, what 
advantages his system of partial freo 
trade would givo to Victoria, which 
could not bo gained not only to this 
city but to the whole Colony; by a 
treaty of Reciprocity with tho Uuitod 
States ; if wo wero to adopt tho pro* 
pOBed principles of froo trado without 
reciprocity, wo should bo fostering our 
agricultural intoresta to tho manifest 
detiimeub uf ■ovciy oiho» iirndnoin^ 
interest in tho Colony, and after 
having once adopted even a partial 
system of froo trade, wo should find it 
far more difficult to conoludo an equit- 
able treaty than it would bo now, that 
we havo a tariff. Froo trado in Vic* 
toria would probably bo tho moans of 
renewing that division, of interest bo-, 
tweon tho Island aud the Mainland, 
that wo all hopod might bo put to 
an end by tbo Union ; tho partial sys* 
tern would necessitate a Custom Houso 
staff hero and another at Now Woaf- 
minster, and would entail upon U3 a 
most complex and oxponsivo system 
of collection of rovenue. Reciprocity 
between this Colony and tho. United 
StatoB would, on tho other hand, tond 
to simplify tho system and losson tho 
cost of the collection of revonao. 
What right have tho Legislature of 
this Colony to say to tho ownor of an 
oztensivo cord field, "you shall not 
work your coal, you shall not buy and 
sell nor traflio with your fioighbourn 
in San Franoinco, but you shall spond 
your capital in cultivating tho soil and 
growing whoat, to supply tho popular 
tion that wo iutoud to bring into tho 
cities ;br tho purposo of dealing in 
hard were, iron, glass, dry goods, 
wine, oil and sugar ; thoro is -ooal 
•Dough for them already, but for 



wheat we shall be dependent upon 
other oountries if you do not produce 
it ?" Surely this would bo subversive 
of all true politioal economy. Reci- 
procity, on tho other hand, contains 
tho highest elements of liboral tree 
trado polioy, it has its origin in the 
natural dependence of tho inhabitants 
of ono climate upon those of another 
fortho auxiliaries, if not the neoesea 
rir s of life. It is fostored, to use the 
words of ono of the most eloquent of 
tho freo trado champions speaking in 
the House of Commons about a qnar- 
tor of a century ago, by tho fact of 
"different countries yielding different 
productions to people experiencing similar 
wants,'' and amongst the effects springing 
from it are that "it causes tho exchange 
of commodities to be accompanied by the 
extension and diffusion of knowledge, and 
by the interchange of mutual benefits, 
engendering mutual kind feelings, and 
multiplyiug and confirming friendly rela- 
tions, and tbat it causes commerce to go 
freely forth, loading civilization with the 
ono baud and peace with tbo other, ren- 
dering mankiud happier, wiser, and 
better." Wo would rather see our cor- 
respondent, who evidently desires the 
prosperity of tho whole Colony, and not 
any isolated part of it, endeavoriDg to 
attract the attention of tho peoplo of tho 
country, upon whom, as ho very justlj re- 
marks, tho prosperity of the couatry de- 
pends, to a policy that will benefit the 
whole community, not pitting Freo Trado 
Dgainst Confederation, as if roally change 
was all that was necessary for a wayward 
people, but advocating a liberal system of 
government that will aid the natural ad« 
vantages of tho Colony ia attracting 
population to our shores.

Editorial Correspondence No. 9, 



Alixandri*., Va, July 29, 18G8. 
This city ia situated eight mileB eoath of 
Washington, on tha opposite bank of the 
Potomac. It contains aboal 35,060 people, 
nearly one-half of whom ate colored. The 
houses are principally brick, and old fash- 
ioned in architectural design and Gnisb. 
The city has a dull, sleepy appearance ; 
grass grows in the principal street, end in 
the sido thoroughfares a orop of hay might be 
cut annually. The inhabitants are quite as 
dull and sleepy-looking as their town, and 
the only evidenoe ol activity which I ob- 
served was that evinced by a roeident (" an 
original Seceesioner " he termed himself,) 
when we asked him tho way to tho Mar- 
shall House, he was sitting on an old pack* 
ing caso in the middle of one of the street* 
pastures. He sprang to my feet in a mo- 
ment, gazed cautiously around and said — 
' You mean the place where Ellsworth wai 
killed, don't yer ? Well, I kin, show you tho 
very premises,' and the man obligingly led 
the way towards the • sacred precincts * o 
tbo famous spot whereon ran down tho first* 
blood shed on Virginia soil in Ibe civil war. 
lie claimed to have ' ben thar ' when the 
shooting was done, and led us proudly up 
the stairways to the roof, where wo saw tbo 
flagstaff from which Ellsworth removed the 
secession flag, and gathering it in his arms, 
prepared to descend to the street. He 
reached the foot of the fight of stairs load- 
ing from the attic, when suddenly a door on 
the opposite side of the landing, whioh was 
closed when the party passed up, was flung 
open, and Jackson, the proprietor of tho 
hoaso, appeared with a gun, and before any 
ono could Interfero to prevent the aot — before 
indeed, tha gallant youth who carried 
the rebel ensign in his hand eoold have been 
(ully aware of his intention, ho fired. The 
leaden messenger sped true to its mark, and 
Ellsworth, pierced through the heart, fell 
dead. But his assassin's triumph was 
shop. Before tho report of the gun had 
fairly died away and tho weapon still re* 
mained at bis shoulder, the Fire Zonavo who 
stood next to Ellsworth Bhot him through 
the head, and spitting him with his sword' 
bayonet, burlod his lifeless corpse headloDg 
down tha stairway.

Bat tho 
raillery of oar guide did not induoe ua to 
desist from our effort until a pieoe of the 
bannibtor had fonnd its way into our 
pockets. 

'What kind of a man was Jaokaonf we 

asked. 

'Wall, he was a strange kind 'o man; but 
o rogular out-and-outer.' 
'What's tbat V ■ 

'Wall, he was a man when h« said a thing 
ho meant it. Ho put the flag np two months 
afore tho Fed'rals come, and said ho to mo, 
tho man that lakos that down, dieB— I'll kill 
him.' 

'Why didn't you tell Ellsworth of his dan- 
ger and save his life aa woll as your friend's 
by having proper precautions taken to pre- 1 
vent Jackson onrrying his threat into execu- 
tion ?' 

'Wall' I'll tell yo. It wasn't fur me to bo. 
tray tho cause, I beliovod in it, and besidea 
il I didnt and bad told, Jaokson would have 
killed me. Boeidoa, what would the Fed'r- 
als have said ? Why, thoy'd have said I 
must ho a rebel to talk with a rebel, and 
they'd have put me in tbo Capitol prison. 
Beaidea,' added he in a cautious manner and 
low tono, 'if thar'd biu a few more liko 
Jackson on our sido, there'd a biu a differ* 
ent story to tell to-day.' 
Descending from the Marshall House, wa 



fee'd the 'unrepentant rebel 1 and spent several 
hours in walking about the city. The Freed 
men are very numerous, and their condition 
j« even worse than that of their brethren in 
Washington. Little, if any, business was 
being transacted, and the townspeople with 
whom we oonvereed were generally discon 
tented with their prospscts ; only one new 
building was observed in course of construc- 
tion. A death-like stillness hung like a pall 
over the place, and we were glad when tho 
train which was to carry our party to Man 
usees Junction and Bull Bun came in view.

Judgment.— On Thursday last, in the 
Gold CommiaaioDor's Court, in the case of 
the Empire co. vs tbe Minnehaha co. judg- 
ment wqb given for tbo dnfendanta. His 
Honor in giving judgment, romarked that 
an attempt had beon made to eatublish an 
empire in Mexico which proved a failure, 
and ha feared tbe attempt to establish an 
Empire co on Mosquito creek would meet 
a similar fate. He felt himself very muob 
in the predicament that an Irish jusiice ol 
tho peace oocs did in the United StateB, 
when twool bis oouutrymoo »ppealed to him 
to settle adispute between them, both of the 
litigants being from the county Cork be 
himself bring a Corkonian. His regard of 
justice, however', must overcome hie leelin^s 
of personal regard, and he was obliged to de~ 
oide in accordance with the legality of the 
caee. The Minnehaha co being the first to 
locale their claim, had filed upon a summit, 
which the claims from the opposite side sub- 
sequently looated, had tacil ly consented to, 
and which had boon sworn to by members 
from the different companies interested there 
in, and there consequently could bo no va- 
cant ground. Judgment was therefore or 
dered to be entered with costs for tbo defend- 
ants.— Sentinel, Sept Cth. 

The steamer Enterprise arrived from New 
Westminster early yesterday morning, hav- 
ing anchored ol! Sydney Island all night 
previous, owing to the thicknoss of the fog.

LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES, 

Proceedings of the Yale Convention. 

FIRST DAT. 

Tale, Monday, Sopt 14 -The Convention 
met at 9 a. m,, and commenced by electing 
Mr Robt Wallace of Victoria, Chairman 
pro tern, and Mr Chas Evans of Yalo, Sec. 
retury pro tem. 

On motion of Hon A DeOoimos, seconded 
by Hon F J Banmrd, a ooramitteo was ap- 
pointed on credentials composed of Messrs 
Barnard, Thompson and Babbitt, Tbo Con- 
vention then adjourned (or an hour to allow 
tho committee time to esamino ctedoriiiuls 
and report theron. 

At the appointed hour tho committee made 
the following report: — We tho couimilieo on 
credentials, flavins examined the creden- 
tials of tho following delegntos, find them 
entitled to a seat in this Convention; Esqui- 
malt, J B Thompson and Wm Fisher ; Vic* 
toria, Hon A DeCosmos, J E McMillan, J G 
Norris and R Wiilluco; Salt Spring Island, 
M W Gibbs ; Motch osin, T Ful ion j New 
Westminster, Hon J Robson, H Holbrook, 
Dr Black, D Wi throw ; Burrard Inlet, H 
Nelaon ; Sumass, W Miller; Harrison River, 
J Doonally ; Chillisvack, A Ross ; Yule, C 
Evans, McLardy, H Havelock; Lytton, R 
Smith ; Lillooet, Dr Featfaerstono ; Lake La 
ilache. Dr Brouso ; Williams Lake, Hon 
F J Barnard ; Quesnello, Mouth, J C Arm- 
strong ; Cariboo, C W King, E H Babbitt. 

On motion cf Hon F J Barnard, sceooded 
by Mr Norris, R Wallace was appointed 
permanent Chairman of the Convention, 

On motion of Mr Buroard, secouded by Mr 
Thompson, Messrs Havelock anJ Evans were 
appointed Secretaries. 

Tho following gentlemen wero appointed 
a committee on business: Messrs DeCosmop, 
Robson, Barnard, Babbitt, McMillan, Thomp- 
son and Havelock, upon which the Conven- 
tion adjourned to allow tho Committee time 
to report. 

TLe Convention reassembled at 1 o'cloek, 
when the Committee presented tbeir report, 
aud when the Convention went into Commit, 
tee of the Wbolo, Dr Brouse in the Chair, 
the clauses ol the report were considered 
seriatim, and wore adopted as follows : 

Whereas this Convention; composed of 
Delegates representing different constituencies, 
has — at the general popular desire aud after 
duo and ample public notice — been convened 
at Yale, British Columbia, this Sept. 14th, 
1868, by tbe call of tho Confederate League, 
and by tho authority of the people of British 
Columbia in tho respective districts declared, 
to give a, full, unprejudiced ar.d united 
expression cf their views and feelings respect- 
ing tbe desirability of the admission of tbis 
Colony Into the Dominion of Canada, the n eces- 
sity for tbo immediate establishment of Iteprei 
seutative Institutions with Responsible Gov- 
ernment, and generally as to tho state, wants 
and wishes of the country : 

And Whereas this Convention, is duly im- 
pressed with tho hiRb, responsible and patri- 
otic duties that their Fellow-countrymen have 
called on them to discharge, and cherishes 
the most ardent aud devoted lojalty to Her 
Most Gracious Majesty tho Queen, uud attach- 
ment to British Institutions ; 

And Whereas it is expedient to resolva end 
declare « hat in its opinion is right and proper 
in tho premises. This Convention, therefore, 
in virtue of tbe trust reposed in It, aud witn 
an honest and patriotic desire to promote the 
public welfare, after due deliberation resolves 
and declares as follows: 

1. That all Governments should exist 
by the free and just consent of tho governed, 
and that the Government that does not exist 
by tbo freo and just consent ol the governed is 
a despotism, That tbe Government of British 
Columbia does not exist by the frao and just 
consent of the governed; und is, therefore, a 
Despotism. That it is unsuited to the Free 
British Subjects of this Colony. That it de- 
prives tho peoplo of their rightful share In the 
Government, as no Statute or Order in Council 
exists which guarantees to the peoplo the 
right to participate in the Government of the 
Colony; but in tho Legislative, and Executive 
Departments nil aro nominated or may be 
rejected, suspended or removed by tho 
Governor of this Colony. That tho ordinary 
consequences of such a form of government 
aro manifest in this Colony, in tho disregard 
of public opinion, in the neglect of public in- 
terests, in the high taxation, in tho annual 
deficits, in tho annually increased public debt, 
in expending large sums of public money in 
paying salaries disproportionate to the ser- 
vices rendered, and in maintaining an unneces- 
sary largo number of ollicinls, and in tbe ten- 
dency which tbe continuance ol such political 
evils have to weaken the attachment of the 
peoplo to tho Crown and British connection. 
That to such an extent have tbe evils of mis- 
Kovernment multiplied that profound, wide- 
spread, universal discontent prevails nnd is 
expressed at tho form'of Government and at 
the manner in which the affairs of the Colony 
haro been and are mismanaged; and that the 
peoplo of British Columbia loudly demand a 
REMEDY. 

2. That tho propoi remedy for tho present 
political condition of tbo Colony nnd tho one 
that commends itself as preferable to all others 
— being in harmony with Imperial policy and 
the legitimate aspirations und desires of the 
peoplo of iliis Colony— is the immediate ad- 
mission of British Columbia into tho Dominion 
of Canada on terms, equitable, expedient and 
benilicial, simultaneously with the establish' 
mon t of Roproscntaiirelnstitu lions and Ilesporii 
aiblo Government; and that, whether admission 
into the Dominion of Canada shall occur or 
not, Representative Institutions nnd Respond 
siblo Government should bo inaugurated 
forthwith In British Columbia. 

3. That tho terns of admission into the 
Dominion of Canada that would he equitable, 
expedient and beneficial to tho Colony in 
the opinion of this Convention aro chiefly in 
the following sixieen sections: 

1. Tho limits of British Columbia, on nnd 
after admission, to bo the same as at present. 

3. Tho Dominion of Canada t become liable 
for the Public Debt of British Columbia ut 
tho timo of admission. 

3. The Dominion of Canada to pay rumually 
out of her Consolidated Revenuo Fund, in 
semi-annual advances, to British Columbia 
for the support of her local Government and 
Legislature, tut sun of ?U0,QQQ, and alio, au 



Annual Grant In aid of tba local Qo*ernta»Bt 

of British Columbia, equal to Eighty Cants pec 
head of the population of British Columbia, 
the minimum number of said population, In- 
eluding Indians, not to be estimated at less 
than 40,000, at auy time, and the Increase of 
population after admission to be the increase 
of population other than Indians, and tbe said 
Increase of population to be determined by 
census or otherwise ai may from time to time 
be expedient. 

4. All Crown Lauds, Mines, Minora!* and 
Royalties situate in British Columbia at tbe 
time of admission, andall sums of money then 
duo or payable, or that may afterwards aecrue 
for 8uch Crown Lands, Mines, Minerals and 
Royalties to belong to British Columbia and 
to be under tho exclusive control of Its Govi 
ernment and Legislature. 

5. All Slocks, Cash, Banker's Balances and 
Securities for money belonging to British 
Columbia, at tbe time of admission, to be 
tho property of British Columbia. 

6. All Public Works and Property of Brit- 
iah Columbia at tholim* of admission, to be- 
long to British Columbia, with tbe exception 
of such portions of the Grand Trunk road 
through British Columbia, or other roads then 
constructed, as may bo used as a portion of 
the trans-con tintntal road, which shall become 
tho property of the Fedoral Government. 

I. The Dominion of Canada to construct 
within threo years after admission of British 
Columbia, a good Overland Waggon Road, 
extending from lako Superior, Ontario, to tbo 
hand of navigation on tho Lower Fraaer river, 
British Columbia, aad to commence tbo con-, 
Btruction of tho same through tho Rocky 
Mountains with! n one year after admission. 

8. Tho Imperial Government to guarantee u 
Loan to construct tho said Overland Road, if 
deemed expedient. 

9. If at any timo nftor admission tba Legis- 
lature of British Columbia aball pass an Ad- 
dress to tho GSovsrnor -Goncral of Canada 
declaring that it is expedient to establish a 
Freo Port on the Pacific, in order to advance Iho 
interests of Itritish commerce in Ihe North 
Pacific, tho Parliament of tho Dominion may 
make provision for the ostablishmont ol tho 
same. 

lu. British Columbia to bo represented in 
the Senate by not less than two Monibers, and 
in tho Commons by not less than three Mem- 
bers, at any timo. 

II. At tbe first election oi Representatives 
to tho Commons and until otherwise provided 
by the Parliament of Canada, tbo Lieutenant 
Governor of British Columbia to proclaim 
» hat shall be th o qualifications and disquali- 
fications of Representatives and Electors, the 
boundaries of Electoral Districts and the laws 
governing such elections. 

12. At tbe timo ol admission, the Revenue 
Laws of the Dominion of Canada to extend 
and apply to British Columbia, and thereupon 
the Revenuo Laws of Britiab Columbia thereby 
affected to be null nnd void, and all Duties 
and Revenues derived in and from British 
Columbia under the Revenue Laws of the Do- 
minion of Canada to belong to Canada, 

13. Tho oxclusiva powers of Provincial 
Legislatures enumerated in the Ninety-second 
Section of 'The British North America Act, 
1807,' and all other provisions ol the said Act 
that extend and apply generally to the Prov- 
inces of tbo Dominion of Canada and that may 
be applicable to British Columbia, except ai 
otherwise in the«e terras prorided, to extend 
and apply to British Columbia, at and from 
the timo of admission. 

14. Except as otherwise provided, all Laws 
in forco in British Columbia at the time of 
admission, and all Courts of Civil and Crim- 
inal Jurisdiction, and all Legal Commissions, 
Powers aud Authorities, and all Officers, Ju- 
dicial, Administrative and Ministerial existing; 
therein at the time of admission to cootinuo 
in British Colurxbiaas if such admission had 
not taken place; subject nevertheless to be 
repeated, abolished or altered by the Parlia- 
ment of Canada or by the Legislature of Brit- 
ish Columbia, according to tbe authority of the 
sni.l Parliament or of the said Legislature,' 
under 'The British North America Aet, 1867,' 
and any subsequent Imperial Act, 

15. Until the Parliament of Canada pro- 
vides otherwise, all Officers of British Colum- 
bia, at and from the time of admission, 
having duties to discharge in relation to mat' 
ters other than those coming within the 
Classes of Subjects assigned by 'The 
British North America, Act, 1867,' to the 
Provinces, to be Officers of Canada. 

The Convention adjourned at six o'clock 
p. m. till ten next day. 

The Fjjnianb.— At the great Fenian

'General' O'Neil said : — "Tbo fine for 
talk bad past; the time for action was 
at haiid. He romembered addressing 
many of his present audienoa two 
years ago. He thought thou that the 
time wns oloso at hand when Irish* 
men could meet tboir hereditary 
enemies face) to face. Re did not 
think two joars would pass before 
unoihor trial was made, but thoy 
linvo passed. Ho would suy that tl o 
Fenian organization is stronger now 
than over beloro. This ho knew, tor 
lie had made, it bis business for some 
time back to foul tho pulse ol the peo- 
ple. Their beurts are all in tho work 
and tho Fenian army will soon be in 
the field. (Crios of 'When?') Ho 
would not bay when. A public plau 
form was not tlio place lrorn which to 
muke such amiouiicemouts ; but it 
would bo soon, uud it was in tho 
power of ihiido whom he addressed to 
hasten tho movemeut, Ho would cau- 
tiou thorn against thoso enomioa ot 
Iroland who aro al ays crying tor a 
forwaid uiovemiMit. To such ho would 
say, 'Wo will go whoa wo uro ready, 
and not before. We intend to com- 
mence tbo fight when it suits us and 
not ot tho command of the British 
Government.'
